To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  Sv/anage  Urban  District  for  the  year  1  9&f. 

Dr.  E.  J.  O'Keeffe,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  over  twenty-five 
years  retired  at  the  end  of  November.  I  assumed  duty  at  the  beginning  of 
that  month. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  district  at  mid  1  36l+,  showed  an 
increase  of  60  on  the  mid  1 9&3  figure .  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
exceeded  live  births  by  31  .  Taking  into  consideration  the  smallness  of  the 
numbers  concerned  the  vital  statistics  for  the  district  were  comparable 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

It  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  there  is  a  serious  need  for 
public  conveniences  for  the  increasing  number  of  holiday-makers  who  frequent 
the  North  beach.  I  consider  public  conveniences  in  that  vicinity  should 
be  given  priority. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  all  premises  were  visited 
where  it  was  thought  likely  that  stocks  of  corned  beef  might  be  held  of  the 
same  batch  as  suspected  of  being  the  source  of  infection  in  the  Aberdeen 
typhoid  outbreak.  Occupiers  of  shops,  restaurants  and  residential 
accommodation  were  most  co-operative  and  helpful.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
such  an  outbreak  is  necessary  before  the  dangers  associated  with  careless 
food  handling  are  realised  by  the  public.  It  is  felt  that  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  should  be  amended  so  that  there  is  legal  power  to  enforce 
proprietors  to  carry  out  necessary  hygiene  improvement  instead  of  persuasion 
only.  For  instance,  shopkeepers  cannot  be  forced  to  keep  cold  cooked  meats 
displayed  for  sale  below  50°!?.  It  must  be  admitted  that  legislation  alone 
will  not  prevent  dirtjr  habits  in  personal  hygiene,  especially  when  in¬ 
experienced  persons  are  employed  as  food  handlers  during  the  summer  season.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Tlie  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Pater  Board  vdiich  came  into  being  on  the 
1st.  April,  i960  control  the  public  piped  water  supply  in  the  district. 

Particulars,  supplied  by  the  Poole,  and  East  Dorset.  Pater  Board 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board's  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  water  supply  - 

The  Board's  southern  district  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Swanage, 
the  Borough  of  Pareham  and  the  Rural  District  of  Yfareham  and  Purbeck. 

The  water  supplied  derives  from  wells  and  boreholes  at  Briantspuddle, 
Worgret,  Bloxworth,  Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Church  Knowle.  Now  that 
the  main  from  Holton  Heath  to  Wareham  has  been  completed  water  is  also 
diverted  into  the  Board's  southern  district  from  Sturminster  Marshall 
and  Corfe  Mullen.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

The  Town's  sewage,  with  the  exception  of  the  Durlston  area,  is 
discharged  untreated  into  the  sea  in  deep  water  off  Peveril  Point. 

No  evidence  of  nuisance  has  been  observed  or  reported  within  the 
district  or  neighbouring  districts  as  a  result  of  this  method  of 
disposal.  Sewage  from  the  Durlston  area  is  discharged  separately 
into  deep  water  in  Durlston  Bay.  Here  the  temporary  outfall  sewer 
which  replaced  the  outfall  damaged  by  a  landslide  functioned 
satisfactorily  except  for  a  short  period  during  rough  weather  when 
it  suffered  some  damage.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1965  the  sewage 
scheme  for  this  part  of  the  district  will  be  completed,  when  all 
sewage  will  be  discharged  off  Peveril  Point, 

Surface  water  is  drained  mainly  into  the  Swanage  and  Ulwell 
streams  or  directly  on  to  the  foreshore.  In  some  areas,  however, 
surface  water  is  discharged  into  the  sewers.  This  latter  method  is 
discouraged  so  as  to  relieve  pressure  in  the  soil  sewers.  During 
periods  of  heavy  rainfall  the  Swanage  stream  is  liable  to  overflow 
and  cause  flooding  of  houses  in  the  Eldon  Terrace  area.  Flooding 
occurred  in  the  early  part  of  1 9 64.

Disinf  ectiori 

There  is  no  steam  disinfection  in  Swanage,  but  where  this  type 
of  disinfection  is  considered  necessary  articles  of  clothing  and 
bedding  are  taken  to  the  Alderney  Hospital,  Poole,  to  undergo  high 
pressure  steam  disinfection.  Spray  and  fumigant  disinfection  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council's  staff. 


Vejnri.irious_  Premises 

There  were  2  cases  of  serious  infestation  of  premises  during  the 
year  and  Council  employees  carried  out  the  work  of  disinfestation  and 
cleansing.  Both  cases  occurred  in  premises  occupied  by  elderly  persons 
living  alone.  This  again  emphasizes  the  need  for  adequate  housing  of 
the  elderly  with  proper  welfare  amenities. 


Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  town.  An 
additional  collection  is  made  during  the  summer  from  the  larger  hotels, 
cafes  and  restaurants.  This  collection  is  not  chargeable  and  is  in 
addition  to  any  collection  made  by  agreement  with  occupiers. 


Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  in 
disused  quarry  workings .  This  is  relatively  cheap  and  satisfactory  as 
a  method  of  disposal.  It  is  however  essential  that  precautions  be 
taken  to  prevent  the  tip  from  catching  fire,  otherwise  a  serious 
nuisance  will  arise. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1  936 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  action  for  the  abatement  of 
smoke  nuisance  in  the  area  during  the  year. 


Caravans  pndC amping^  Sites 

Inprovement  work  has  continued  on  all  caravan  sites  during  the 
year  so  that  they  will  conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

There  are  8  licenced  sites  in  the  district  capable  of  accommodating 
719  caravans.  In  addition  the  Council's  Municipal  Caravan  Site  provides 
for  a  further  251  caravans.  Ho  caravan  in  the  district  is  occiq>ied 
as  a  permanent  dwelling.  Their  use  is  restricted  to  holiday  occupation 
between  April  and  September  inclusive. 


Public  Conveniences 

There  are  9  public  conveniences  in  the  district.  Three  have  basins 
with  hot  and  cold  water  in  both  sides.  Of  the  rest  some  have  cold 
water  only,  whilst  others  have  a  hot  water  supply  through  a  coin  meter. 
Only  1  convenience  has  no  washing  facilities  at  all. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


All  milk  sold  by  retail  in  the  district  is  either  pasteurised, 
tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested,  since  the  Swanage 
Urban  District  is  part  of  a  special  area  under  Section  37  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act,  1953. 

There  are  two  registered  dairies  and  two  registered  milk  distributors 
in  the  district. 


Milk  Sampling 

Thirty -eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  district  by  the 
Pood  and  Drug  Authority  during  the  year.  Thirty-five  samples  passed  the 
statutory  tests  and  three  samples  failed  to  pass  the  tests. 


Ice  Cream 

The  majority  of  ice-cream  retailed  in  the  district  is  pre-packed. 

Five  retailers  sell  i:soft  ice-cream"  reconstituted  from  cold-mix 
preparations. 

Supervision  of  premises  was  maintained  during  the  year  and  nineteen 
samples  were  submitted  for  the  methylene  blue  reductase  test  in  accordance 
with  the  Ice-cream  (Heat -treatment )  Regulations,  and  the  following  results 
were  obtained  -

Food  Premises 

Swanage,  as  in  most  holiday  towns,  has  a  large  proportion  of  premises 
used  for  residential  catering  ranging  from  the  household  providing 
occasional  bed  and  breakfast  to  the  large  hotel.  There  are  many  shops 
selling  food  and  a  large  number  of  cafes  and  restaurants.  Generally 
speaking  the  premises  are  satisfactory  and  comply  with  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Although  at  times  it  is  necessary  to  take  informal  action 
to  remedy  unsatisfactory  premises  the  main  danger  in  catering  and  retail 
food  premises  is  the  food  handler. 


Slaughter  Houses 

There  are  no  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  all  meat  being 
slaughtered  elsewhere  and  conveyed  to  the  town  in  properly  conducted 
meat  vans.

Compared  with  most  towns,  Swanage  is  fortunate  in  not  having  any 
typical  slum  dwellings.  In  fact  there  are  only  isolated  properties 
that  might  possibly  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Housing  Act  1  957. 

There  are  houses  that  lack  the  modern  amenities  of  indoor  sanitation, 
bathroom  and  hot  water  supply.  Some  owner  occupiers  avail  themselves 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  relating  to  Standard  Grants,  but 
unfortunately  very  few  landlords. 

Probably  quite  a  few  of  the  11 0  persons  on  the  Council’s  waiting 
list  for  accommodation  would,  if  it  were  not  for  the  high  price  of 
property  in  Swanage,  purchase  their  own  house.  Especially  is  this 
so  with  many  young  couples  who  are  at  present  living  with  relatives  or 
occupy  furnished  flats  during  winter  months.  Living  with  relatives 
cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  accommodation.  With  regard  to 
living  in  furnished  flats,  insecurity  of  tenure  and  fear  of  eviction 
is  an  ever  present  problem.  These  furnished  flats,  or  flatlets  as 
many  are  called  have  become  common  during  the  past  year  or  so,  as  the 
tendency  is  for  owners  of  guest  houses  to  alter  their  premises  so  that 
holiday-makers  may  cater  for  themselves  instead  of  being  catered  for 
by  the  proprietors.  One  must  be  mindful  that  very  sub  standard 
conditions  may  arise  in  dwellings  used  for  multiple  occupation. 

The  need  for  houses  for  elderly  persons  and  welfare  housing  has 
been  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports.  It  is  pleasing  to  know 
that  23  units  of  accommodation  for  old  persons  have  been  approved.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  acute  poliomyelitis, 
enteric  fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid)  or  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year.  Also  there  was  no  case  of  the  international 
quarantinable  diseases,  i.e.  plague,  cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox, 
typhus  and  relapsing  fever  in  the  district. 

The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis,  and  the 
relative  few  cases  of  whooping  cough  can  be  attributed  to  the  effective 
immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children  against  these  diseases. 

Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  combined 
with  tetanus  (lockjaw)  vaccine  in  the  first  six  months  of  life.  They 
are  given  a  reinforcing  dose  at  the  age  of  eighteen  months  and  again 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  at  four-and-half  years  prior  to  entering 
school.  There  was  evidence  that  a  disease  resembling  mild  whooping 
cough  developed  in  some  children  especially  those  who  had  been  immunised 
against  whooping  cough.  Whether  this  was  a  modified  whooping  cough  or 
a  mild  disease  due  to  a  related  organism  was  not  clear. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
this  age  likely  to  be  exposed  to  special  risk  of  infection.  Almost  all 
immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  given  by  mouth  with  a  modified  live 
virus  suspended  in  syrup  or  dropped  on  to  sugar.  Very  few  persons  ask 
for  the  Salk  vaccine  given  by  injection.  An  oral  reinforcing  dose  is 
given  to  children  when  they  enter  school. 

Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  now  performed 
between  twelve  months  and  twenty-four  months  as  advised  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  being  the  safest  time  for  this  procedure. 

Scarlet  Fever:  although  a  mild  disease,  scarlet  fever  is  still  notifiable. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

T/ho  oping  Cough:  four  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  It  continues 

to  be  relatively  mild. 

Measles:  nine  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  to  seventy-eight 

in  the  previous  year.  1  9&4  was  not  an  epidemic  year. 

Tuberculosis :  one  new  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  notified  during 
the  year.  No  case  of  non -respiratory  tuberculosis  was 
notified  during  the  year.
